4 Parties Refuse to 
Participate in Framed 
Ballot

| WARSAW, Oct. 11—The power- 
ful Polish Peasants Party has voted 
to boycott the fascist-dominated 
“elections” for the Sejm (Chamber) 
and Senate, it was learned today 
despite official censorship. 

The strong anti-government 
stand of the Peasants Party will 
de backed by the Polish Socialist 
‘Party, Socialist leader Mieczyslaw 
Niedzialkowski declared. 

A decision to poycott the fake 
elections has also been voted by 
the bourgeois opposition parties, 
Stronnictvo Narodowe and Stron- 
niet vo Pracy. 

| The decision of the Peasants 
Party not to take part in the poll- 
‘ing was adopted at the recent 
special congress held in Warsaw. 

Publication of the resolutions 
adopted was forbidden by the Goy- 
ernment censor. * 

The boycott action of these four 
legal opposition parties will leave 
‘only the government fasciat party, 
“Camp of National Unity,” par- 
ticipating in the elections. 

In expectation of another failure 
of the elections, the government's 
Pilsudskist organizations are tak- 
ing drastic steps to compel the vot- 
ers to appear at the polls, even by 
force.

Lady Astor Gets 
Another Willing Accomplice 


That the intimates of Lady Astor at 
Cliveden love Hitler and despise truth is al- 
ready a political truism throughout the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. 

It is therefore no surprise that there is 
a gulf between Lady Astor’s first statement 
that Lindbergh did indeed dine at her estate 
“but did not discuss Russia,” and her latest 
insistence that he never dined at Cliveden 
since his return.
